Generations withered away, yet deliver- 
ance seemed no nearer. One day there 
came a rumor from old Santa Fe that the 
city had surrendered to a white faced 
people.

That day at noon the sacred tree toppled 
and fell. Spanish rule was no more. The 
prophecy had been fulfilled.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


To the Senate and House of Representa- 


tives: 
• . 


At the outgoing oi the old and the in- 


coming of the new century you begin the 
lust session of the Fifty-sixth congress 
with evidences on- every hand of 'indi- 
vidual and national- prosperity and with 
proof of the growing .-strength and in- 
creasing power for good of Republican 
institutions. 
Your countrymen will join 


with you in • felicitation that American 
liberty is more firmly established 'than 
ever., before» and that love for it and the 
determination to preserve it are more 
universal than at any former" period ot 
our history. • 


In our foreign intercourse the dominant 


question has 'been the treatment of the 
Chinese problem. Apart from this .our 
relations with the powers have been 
happy. 
" The recent troubles in China spring 
from the antiforeigu agitation which for 
the past th»ee' years has gained strength 
in .the northern provinces. Their origin 
lies deep in. the character of the Chinese 
races and in the traditions of their gov- 
ernment. The telegraph and the railway 
spreading over their, land,,the steamers 
plying on their waterways, the merchant 
and the missionary penetrating year by 
year farther to the interior, became to 
the Chinese mind -types of an alien in- 
vasion, changing the course of their na- 
tional life and fraught with vague fore- 
bodings of disaster to their beliefs and 
their self control. 


Posting of ai tif oreign placards became 


a daily occurrence, which the repeated 
reprobation of the imperial power failed 
to check or punish. These inflammatory 
appeals to the ignorance and superstition 
of the masses, mendacious and absurd in 
their accusations and deeply hostile in 
their spirit, could not but work cumula- 
tive harm. They aimed at no particular 
closs of foreigners; they were impartial 
in attacking everything foreign. 


An outbreak in Shangtung in which 


.German missionaries were slain was the 
too natural result of these malevolent 
teachings. The posting of seditious pla- 
caulfi, exhorting to the utter destruction 
of foreigners and of every foreign thing, 
continued unrebuked. Hostile demonstra- 
tions toward the stranger gained strength 
by organization. 


Tlie Boxers. 


The sect commonly styled the Bosers 


developed greatly in the provinces north 
of the Yang-tso and with the collusion of 
many notable officials, including some in 
the immediate councils of the throne it- 
self, became alarmingly aggressive. 
No 


foreigner's life, outside of the protected 
treaty ports, was safe. No foreign inter- 
est was secure from spoliation. 


The diplomatic representatives of the, 


powers in Peking strove in vain to check 
this movement. Protest was followed by 
demand and demand by renewed protest, 
to be met with perfunctory edicts from 
the palace and evasive anil futile assur- 
ances from the tsung-li-ynmen. 


The increasing gravity of the condi- 


tions in China and the imminence of peril 
to our own diversified interests in the em- 
pire, as well as to those of all the other 
treaty governments, were soon appreci- 
ated by this government, causing it pro- 
found solicitude. 
The United States 


from the earliest days of foreign inter- 
course with China had followed a policy 
of peace, omitting no occasions to testify 
good will, to further the extension of law- 
ful trade, to respect the sovereignty of its 
government and to insure by all legiti- 
mate and kindly but earnest means the 
fullest measure of protection for the liven 
and property of law abiding citizens and 
for the exercise of their beneficent call- 
ings among the Chinese people. 


Mindful of this, it was felt to be appro- 


priate that our purposes should be pro- 
nounced in favor of such course us would 
hasten united action of the powers at Pe- 
king to promote the administrative re- 
forms so greatly needed for strengthen- 
ing the imperial government and main- 
taining the integrity of China, in which 
we believed the whole western world to 


ittacks npon them were made by imperial 
troops, regularly uniformed, armed and 
officered, belonging to the command of 
Jung. Lu, the imperial commander in 
chief.- Decree* encouraging the Boxers, 
organizing them under prominent impe- 
rial officers, provisioning them and even 
granting them large sums in the uamP of 
the empress downgor-are known to oxUL 
Moiiibers of'the tsunst-li-yniuen Who coun> 
jscled protection of the foreigners wore 
•beheaded. Kvon in the distant provinces 
men' suspected oC foreign sympathy were 
put to death, prominent atoong these bo- 
ing Chang Yen-boon, formerly Chinese 
minister in Washington. 


Out; Policy, 


The president then tells In brief th* 


story of the rescue of the legations and 
proceeds: 


The polios of the United States through 


all this frying period was clearly announc- 
ed, and scrupulously earned out. A eir* 
cnlav note to .the powers dated July 3 
proclaimed our attitride. • Treating tho 
condition in the north as-one-Of virtual 
anarchy, in which the great provinces of 
the south and southeast had no share, 
we regarded the local' authorities in the 
latter quarters as representing the Chi- 
nese people with whom we sought to re- 
main in peace nnd' friendship. *• Our de- 
clnrcfl aims involved no war against the 
Chinese nation. \Ve adhered to the legit- 
imate office of rescuing the impel Hod le- 
gation, obtaining redress for wrongs al- 
ready suffered, .securing wherever possi- 
ble the safety of American life and prop- 
erty in China and preventing a spread of 
the disorders or their recurrence. 


As was then said, "The policy of the 


government of the United States is to 
seek a solution which may biing about 
permanent safety and peace to China, 
preserve Chinese territoiial and adminis- 
trative entity, protect all rights guaran- 
teed to friendly powers by treaty and in- 
ternational law and safe-guard for the 
world the principle of equal and impar- 
tial trade with all parts of the Chinese 
empire."

It is gratifying also to note that during 


the year a considerable reduction -is 
shown in the expenditures of the govern- 
ment. Tbe war department expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1900 were $134,774,- 
7C7.7S. a reduction of $95.0UO,48tUJ9 over 
those of 1899. 
In the navy department 


the expenditures were $55,933,077.72 for 
the year 1900 as against $03,042,104.25 
for tbe preceding year, a decrease of $7,- 
989,020.53. In the expenditures on ac- 
count of Indians there was a decrease in 
1900 over 1S99 of $2.030,004.38, and in 
the civil and miscellaneous expenses for 
1900 there was a reduction of $13,418,- 
065.74. 


Because of the excess of revenues over 


expenditures the secretary of the treas- 
ury was enabled to apply bonds and oth- 
er securities to the sinking fund to the 
amount of $5(5,544,550.00. 
The details 


of the sinking fund are set forth in the 
report of tho secretary of the tioasury, 
to which 1 invite attention. The secre- 
tary of the treasury estimates that the 
receipts for the current fiscal year will 
aggregate $580,000,000 and the expendi- 
tures .7300,000,000, leaving nn excess of 
revenues over expenditures of $X(),000,- 
000. The present condition of the treas- 
ury is one of undoubted strength.

available cash balance Nov. 30 was $139,- 
303,794.50. Under the form of statement 
prior to the financial law of March 11 
last there would have been included in 
the statement of available cash gold coin 
and bullion held for tbe redemption of 
United States notes.

Financial Act ol 1OOO. 


The beneficial effect of the financial act 


Of 1900, so far as it relates to a modifica- 
tion of the national banking act, is al- 
ready appaiont. The provision for the 
incorporation of national banks with a 
capital of not less than $25,000 in places 
not exceeding 3,000 inhabitants has re- 
sulted in the extension of banking facili- 
ties to many small communities hitherto 
unable to provide themselves with bank- 
ing institutions under the national 
tern. 
There were organized fronr the 


enactment of tho law up to and ir 
Nov. 30 :>uO national banks, of which 2(i(! 
wore with capital less than $50,0011 and 
103 with capital of $50,000 or more. 


Our foreign trade shows a remarkable 


record of commercial and industrial prog- 
ress. The total of imports and exports 
for the first time in the history of (he 
country exceeded $2,000.000.000. 
The 


exports are greater than they have ever 
been before, the total for the fiscal year 
1900 being $1,394,483,082, an imrease 


comrnorco and markets nnd upbuild our 
sea carrying capacity for the products of 
Kgriculturo and 
manufacture, 
which, 


with tho increase of our navy, mean mare 
work and wages to our countrymen as 
well as a safeguard to American inter- 
ests in every part of the world." 


In my last annual mess-agc to the con- 


gress I called attention to the necessity 
for early action to remedy such evils as 
raicht be found to exist in connection 
with combinations of capital organized 
into trusts and again invite attention to 
my discussion of the subject at that t:mo, 
which concluded with these words: 


"It is apparent that uniformity of leg- 


islation upon this subject in the several 
states is much to be desired. It is to be 
hoped that such uniformity, founded in a 
wise and just discrimination between 
what is injurious and what is useful nnd 
necessary in business operations, may be 
obtained and that means may be found 
for the congress, within the limitations 
of its constitutional power, so to supple- 
ment an effective code of stale legislation 
as to make a complete system of laws 
throughout tho United States adequate 
to compel a general observance of tho 
salutary rules to which I have referred. 


'The whole question is so important 


and farreaching that 1 am sure no part 
of it will be lightly considered, but every 
phase of it will have the studied delibcr- 
oratiou of tho congress, resulting in wise 
and judicious action.'1 


Kestrninl upon such combinations as 


are injurious and which are within fed- 
eral jurisdiction should be promptly ap- 
plied by the congress. 


The Philippine Question. 


In my last annual message I dwelt at 


some length upon the condition of affairs 
in the Philippines. While seeking to im- 
press upon you that the grave responsi- 
bility of the future government of those 
islands rests with the congress of the 
United States, I abstained from recom- 
mending at that time a specific a id final 
form of government for the territory 
actually hold by the United States forces 


in which as 
as insurrection con 


tiliues the military arm must necess-arily 
be supreme. 
I stated my purpose, until 


the congress shall have made known tltv 
formal expression of its will, to use the 
authority vested in me by the ccmstitu 
lion nnd tho statutes to uphold the sov 
ereignty of the I'nitetl States in those 
distant islands as in fill other places 
where our Hag rightfully flouts, placing 
to that end at the disposal of the artnj 
and navy all tho means \\hich tho lib 
erality of congress and the people have 
provided. No contrary expression of the 
will of the congress having been made, 1 
have steadfastly pursued the purpose so 
declared, employing the civil arm as well 
toward tho accomplishment of pacifica- 
tion and the institution of local govern 
melits -within the lines of authority and 
law.

A bill is now pending to effect the rec- 


ommendation made in my last annual 
message that appropriate legislation be 
had to carry into execution article 7 of 
the treaty of pe.icc with Spain, by which 
the United States assumed tho payment 
of cortain'claims for indemnity of its cit- 
izens against Spain. 
I ask that action 


be taken to fulfill this obligation. 


We await the fulfillment of the prom- 


ise of the sultan to make reparation for 
the injuries suffered by American citi- 
zens in Armenia and elsewhere in the 
Turkish empire. His majesty's good dis- 
position in this regard has been evinced 
by the'issuance 6f an irade for rebuilding 
the American college at Karput. 


Tho failure of action by the nonnte at 


its last session upon the commercial <!ou- 
volitions then submitted tor its consider- 
ation and approval, although caused by 
the great pressure of other legislative 
business, lias caused much disappoint- 
ment to the agricultural and industrial 
interests of the country, which hoped to- 
pvofit by thoir provisions. Tho conven- 
tional periods for their ratification hnv- 
ing expired, it booamo necessary to sign 
additional articles extending the time for 
that purpose. 
This was rcqnoRted on 


onr part, and the other governments in- 
terested have concurred, with the excep- 
tion of one convention. 


The rnn-AmerlCBn Fnlr. 


The exposition of the resources and 


products of Iho western hemisphere to 
bo hrk! at Buffalo ngxt year promises 
important remilts not only for the United 
States, hut for the, other participating 
countries. It is gratifying that the Latin- 
American states have evinced the live- 
liest interest, and the fact that an inter- 
national American congress will be held 
In the City of Mexico while the exposi- 
tion l» in progress encourage* the hope 
of a larger display at Buffalo than might 
otherwise bo practicable. The work of

Tho growth of manufacture* in tho 


United States is evidenced by tho fact 
that exports of manufactured products 
largely exceed those of any previous 
year, their value for 1900 being $433.- 
851,750, against $339.592,140 in 1899, an 
increase of 28 per cent. 


Agricultural products wore also ex- 


ported during 1900 in greater volume 
than in 1899, the total for the year being 
$835,838,123, against 
$784,770,142 in 


1899. 


The imports for the year amounted to 


$849,941,184, an increase over IROO of 
$152,792,fi95. This increase is largely in 
materials for manufacture nnd is in re- 
sponse to the rapid development of manu- 
facturing in the United States. 


I recommend that the congress at its 


present session reduce tho internal rev- 
enue taxes imposed to moot Ihe expenses 
of the war with Spain in the sum of $30.- 
000,000. 
This reduction should bo so- 


cured by the remission of those taxes 
•which experience has shown to be the 
most burdensome to the industries of the 
people. 


I specially urgo that there bo included 


in whatever reduction is mode tho legacy 
tax boo.ue.sts for public uses of a literary, 
educational or charitable character. 


Tlie Merchant Marine. 


American vessels during th«> past throe 


years have carried about 9 per cent of 
onr exports and imports. Foreign ships 
should carry the least, not the crontt-st, 
part r.f American trade.

The CominlNNlon'.s Report*. 


This commission, composed of eminent 


citizens representing the diverse geo- 
graphical and political interests of the 
country and bringing to their task the 
ripe fruits of Ions and intelligent service 
in educational, administrative and judi- 
cial careers, made great progress from 
the outset. As early as Aug. 21,1900, it 
submitted a preliminary report, which 
will be laid before the congress and from 
which it appears that already tho good 
effects of returning order are felt; lhat 


fully performed. 


Porto Rico »nd Cnb». 


The civil government of Porto Rico 


provided for by tho act of the congress 
approved April 12, 1900, is in successful 
operation. The courts have been estab- 
lished. The governor and his associates, 
working intelligently and harmoniously, 
are meeting with commendable success. 


On the 6th of November a general elec- 


tion was held in the island for members 
of the legislature, and the body elected 
has been called to convene on tbe first 
Monday of December. . 


I recommend that legislation bo enact- 


ed by the congress conferring upon the- 
secretary of the interior supervision over 
the public lands in Porto Kico, and that 
he be directed to ascertain the location 
and quantity of lands the title to •which, 
remained in the crown of Spain at the 
date of cession of Porto Rico to the Unit- 
ed States, and that appropriations neces- 
sary for surveys be made, and that tbe 
methods of the disposition of such lands 
be prescribed by law. 


On tho 23th of July, 1900, I directed 


that a call be issued for an election in 
Cuba for members of a constitutional 
convention to frame a constitution as a 
basis for a stable and independent gov- 
ernment iu the island. The election was 
held on the 15th of September, and the 
convention assembled on the 5th of No- 
vember, 1900, and is now in session. 


When tho convention concludes its la- 


bors, 1 will transmit to the congress the 
constitution as framed by the convention 
for its consideration and for such action 
as it may deem advisable. 


I renew tho recommendation made in 


my special message of Feb. 10, 1899, as 
to the necessity for cable communication 
between the United States and Hawaii, 
With extension to Manila. 


TUc Army. 


The present strength of the army is 


100,000 men—05,000 regulars and 35,000 
volunteers. Under tho act of March 2, 
1899, on the 30th of June next the pres- 
ent volunteer force will be discharged, 
and the regular array will be reduced to 
2,447 otlicers and 20,025 enlisted men. 


We have in Cuba between 5,000 and 


0,000 troops. For tho present our troops 
in that island cnnnot be withdrawn or 
materially diminished and certainly not 
until the conclusion of the labors of the 
constitutional convention now in session 
and a government provided by the new 
constitution shall have been established 
and its stability assured. 


In Porto Kico wo have reduced tha 


garrisons to 1.08U, which includes 87!) 
native troops. There is no room for fur- 
ther reduction here. 


We will be required to keep n consid- 


erable force in the Philippine Islands for 
some time to come. From the best infor- 
mation obtainable wo will need there for 
tho immediate future from 43.000 to 
00,000 men. I am sure the number may 
bo reduced as the insurgents shall come 
to acknowledge tho authority of the Unit- 
ed States, ot which there are assuring in- 
dications. 


It: must be apparent that wo will re- 


quire an army of about 00,000 and that 
(luring present conditions in Cuba and 
the Philippines the president should have 
authority to increase the force to tho 
present number of 100,000. Included in 
thin number authority should be given to 
raise native troops in the Philippines up 
to 15,000. which the Taft commission bi>- 
lioves will be more effective in detecting 
nnd suppressing Kiiijrrillas, assassins and 
ladronos than our own soldiers. 


I favor the recommendation of tho sec- 


rotary of war for Ihe detail of officers 
from tho lino of the army when vacancies 
occur in the adjutant general's depart- 
ment, inspector general's department, 
Quartermaster'^ department, subsistence 
department, pay department, ordnance 
department and signal corps. 


The president speaks of the rapid 


growth of tho postal service and approves 
tho recommendations of the secretary of 
the navy for new vessels and for more 
officers and men. The pension roll shows 
a net increase of 2.010 names. Action is 
recommended in the way of increasing 
the number of schools in Alaska. Prog- 
ress is noted iu tne educational, agricul- 
tural and railroad development of the 
Hawaiian Islands. 
The president in 


connection with labor says: 


In my annual message of Dec. 5, 1898, 


I called attention to the necessity for 
st>mo amendment of the alien contract 
law. There still remain important fea- 
tures of the rightful application of the 
eight hour law for the benefit of labor 
and of the principle of arbitration, and I 
again commend tho^o subjects to the 
careful attention of the congress. 


CJill Scri ice, 


Tho civil service commission is greatly 


embarrassed in its work for want of an 
adequate permanent force, for clerical 
and other assistance. 


Its needs are fully sot forth in its re- 


port. I invite attention to the report and 


business, interrupted by hostilities, is irn-1 especially ur^e upon tho congress that 
proving as peace extends; that a larger 
area is under sugar cultivation than ever 
before, that tho customs revenues are 
greater than at any time during tho Span- 
ish rule, that economy and efficiency in 
the military administration have created 
a surplus fund of $0,000,000 available 
for needed public -improvements, that a 
stringent civil service law is in prepara- 
tion, that railroad communications are 
expanding, opening up rich districts, and 
that a comprehensive scheme of educa- 
tion is being organized.

ward insuring the benefits of liberty and 
good government to tho Filipinos in tho 
interest of humanity nnd with the aim of 
biiildine up an enduring, self supporting 
nnd self administering community in 
those far eastern seas. I would impress 
upon tho eongros* that whatever legisla 
tloii may he enacted in respect to the 
Philippine Islamlx should be along those 
generous linen. The fortune of war ha:i 
Ihroxvn upon this nation nil unsought 
trust which should be unselfishly dis- 
charged and devolved upon this govern- 
ment a moral as well as material respon- 
sibility toward these millions whom we 
hnve freed 1 om an oppressive yoke. 


I hn^«» on another occasion called tho 


Filipino* "tho wards of the nation." Our 
obligation as guardian was not lightly as- 
sumed. 
It must not be otherwise than 


honestly fulfilled, aiming first of all to 
benefit those who have- come under our 
fostering onio. It is our duty so to treat 
them that our flag may bo no loss beloved 
in tho inoiuitr.iiis of Luzon ami the fertile 


this important bureau of tho public serv- 
ice, which passes upon tho qualifications 
and character of so large a number ot 
the officers and employees of the govern- 
ment, should be supported by all needed 
appropriations to secure promptness and 
efficiency. 


I am very much impressed with the 


statement made by me heads of all the 
departments of the urgent necessity of a 
hall of public records. 
In every depart- 


mental building in Washington, so far as 
I am informed, tho space for official rec- 
ords is not only exhausted, but the walla, 
of rooms are lined with shelves, the mid- 
dle floor space of many rooms is filled 
with file cases, and garrets and base- 
ments, which wore nevoi- intended and 
are unfitted for their accommodation, are 
crowded with them. 


In our tin-nt prosperity we must guard 


against the danger it invites of extrava- 
gance in government expenditures and 
appropriations, and the chosen repre* 
sontativos of tho people will, I doubt not, 
furnish an oxanVple in their legislation of 
that wise economy which in a season of 
plenty husbands for the future. In this 
era of great business activity and oppor- 
tunity caution is not untimely. 
It will 
not abate, but strengthen, confidence; it 
will not retard, but promote, legitimate 
industrial and commercial expansion. 


Our growing power brings with it 


temptations and perils requiring con- 
stant vigilance to avoid. It must not be 
used to invite eon diets nor for oppres- 
sion, but for tho more effective Biainte-- 
nance of thoro principles of equality nnd 
justice upon which our institutions and
